The Apostle Paul cherished towards his
brethren at Philipps enotions of pecullnr tender
ness, Throughout this epistle he breathes the
ardor of a strong persounl attachment. And
asmong tho influences which had nurtured this
affection wore the manifestations of oonside
ratepess which they bad shown to him person-
ally, and the readiness with which they had
roooived nund beeded his ministerial instroc.
fions. They Lad “always obeyed"” the claims
of the Gospel as he had explained and enforeed
them, They had confided in him ns thelr
spiritual gulde, had given to his teachings n
reverentinl regard, and seconded all his plans
for thelr culture and enlnrgement,

In this respect the contrast between thelr
treatment of him and that of the Corinthinn
church was very grateful and precious, This
iattor people had disputed the genuineness of
his claim to be an Aposile, had impugned the
integrity of his oharacter, had turned the wor-
ship of God into scencs of contention, and de.
Emded the sacred appointmenta of the Lord's

upper into bacchannlian revel.

t is not strange, therefore, that the vénerabla
Apostle should find special pleasure in contom-
plating the cheerful, thoughtful, and abiding
friendship and devotion fof his Philippian
brethren. Nor §s it sorprising that with an
affeclionnate emphasis he calls them his “‘be-
loved,” should yearn with solicitude for their
well being while absent from them, and connt
them ns his joy and rejoleing in the day of the
Lord Jesus,

But In proportion as his labors among them
had been friught with such blessed results and
precious associations, did his anxety for their
welfare agitate him, now that he was away from
them., While he was with them, his ministry
had been a help to thelr plety and efficlency; but
now that they were deprived of his own and
sumilar minietrations, they must needs under-
take to '‘work out their own salvation” under
circumstances of discou ment that might
well excite their “fear and trembling.” Like
sheep without a shepherd, they must Hod their
own pasture, and organize themselves for pro-
tection agninst beasts of {Jrey: like an army
without a leader, they must fight under mutusl
arrangements and a common impulse,

It is troe that Paul did not regard the minis-
try as indispensable to the life of & church and
the salvation of men, It was not the sole and
mcmaay channel of divine grace, without
which God would nol communicate spiritaal
blessings to His people; nevertheless, it was an
appointed, orderly, and highly important ney
for dtllmmlngthe glits ol aalvation, the ance
of Christian eﬂ’urk and the eolture of Christinn
character, The Aposile nowhere teaches the
notion of congregational self-sufficiency, self-
direction, and self-assertion. On the contrary,
he re ts the Church ss a flock needing
ehepherds, nn army needing gencrals, a sociely
needing governors; and he sets forth (hat ths
winistry was instituted specially to watch for
souls, and to labor to nt every man un-
blamable before God. He enjoins on the part
of ministers {aithfulness, wateh, care, and self-
eacrificing anxlety, lest any fail of the grace
of God, and on the part of the flock that
thi&y obey them that have the rule over them,
and submit themeelves, [or they watch tor souls
s those that must give an acgouul; and he
exhorts that the pwp?c #0 deport themselyes
towards their pastors, that they may givo sn
account of their fiocks “my and not with

fef. Paul’s idea of a Ch was that of a
gd to tl:led wm‘chm;ll b“:ﬁ' mlnil:%eredﬁ “‘“"l-.
, aud develo o special services o
gmlwnorder of men cl:laledyahd sot apart for the

articular l;ur oses of ‘‘perfecting the eaints,

e work o tlfc minwstry, and the boildink up
of the body of Obrist,” For “He gave some,

wnot all the members of the Church, to be “apos-
ties,” and “some,” not all, tobe *‘evangelists,”
and “some,” not the entire brotherhood, to be
®pastors and teachers.” And God hath {hese
“gome" as linbs are set in the human body,
each to do its part and co-operate with every

. other for the common end of bringing all in the
unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the
Bon of God, unto a perfect man, unto the mean-
sure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.”

The fact that Christ has instituted the mlo-
istry for these purposes is itaelf proot that they
may not ordinarily be as well attained without
it. If He has appointed teachers in the Church,
the umpiion is that His desciples canuol as
ﬁﬁu wug themselves; If Christ has consu-

shepherds, the presumption Is that {he
sheep are not normally prepared to take eare of
thempselves; if he has ordained elders or over-
seers, the mumﬂhon is that tnings are want-
ing in that Church that chootes or 1 compellud
to do without them,

And whenever & Church finds itself in such s
calamitous exlstmc; it must work out Its own
ealvation. And as Paul thought of the hazard
of such un undertakiog, the liabllity of the
lambs of the flock to wander, of the factious
to create dissensions, of the wolves to enter the
fold, of even the moat earnest 1o fail of secom-

this deprivation, and W beseech them, If needs
be they must work out thelr own salvation with.
out such aid, to do so **with fear and trembling.”

for sin, the hopes of ou, and the solemni
ties of a Christlan prolession. All such are pre-
omineutly tender to me, and the trials ineldent
r:my pustorate here have only sarved to eun-

ance the anticipated rapture of being recog-
nized by Christ as the bBumble agentl through
whom so many have been led to st in His
name,

And the remembrance of those trials—trials,
alas ! from mistaken, and, In some cases, from

ful and gospel obedience, Personally I have
not been as wige s more experienced brothren,
nor ns capable to achleve ns were some of yon
nor have I been armed by the Suviour with
suthority to overrule your fndgments, ko coerce

our consents, or to exact your labors; but hav-
ng chosen me to be your pasior, your overseer,
your gWide, and your teacher, you have given

suetnining me and my measures for your de-
velopmen!, encouragipg me by your counsels,
ghieldiog me when pssniled, comforting me
when cusl down, and throwing the mantie of
charity over my defeots, All this ye have doue
beemuse ye were obedient to the truth, becnose
ye were loynl to Christ, aud becanse you have
scemed 1o realize that the efficlency and success
of the man you had chosen to be your pastor
depeuded as much, and i fuct more, on your
co-operation than on his own siugle exertions,
And jour obedi¢nee to the Gospel has been
the more strikiog because of the distineclive
character of my prenching. 1 hiave not sought
to enterinin you with cunningly devised fables,
uor to geio s congregation by smooth utterances,
flowery speeches, and sensational topics. Rather,
I have told the story of salvation with a plain-
nees wnd strmght-forwardness which bas ren-
dered my ministry less pleasing to many, And
still, I have throughout these ten years
attentive congregations, and for the most part
this large nudience-room has been filled with
the crowds who have continued to attend upon
mhmlnhlr A
evertheless, I take you to witness this day,
my hearers, that I have not shunned {he whole
counsel of God, whether men would hear or
whether they wounld forbear. 1 .can say,
truthfnlly, that 1 have sought to know nothin,
among you save Jesus Chiist and Him crucified.
Christ bhas been the consiant theme of my
pul‘pit ministration. 1 have set Him before you
s the Atopiog Saviour of men, the Lamb of
God that taketh away the sin ol 4he world, 1
have endeavored to untold the doctrine of
Christ, in His relation to the guilt aond holpless-
ness ol the sinner, and as the only and sufficient
source ol Puru!ou, peace, and olernal lite, 1
bave sought 1o display the glories of His person
the wonders of His love, aud the blessedness o
that righieouspess which He wronght out for

His J:eoplu. I have besought men to be reécon-
E‘ihlel Eo God by beheving on our Lord Jesus
rist,

More than this, I bave couceived that the
dectrine of Christ crucitied was a practical
remedy for the ills of life, a disinfestant of social
corruption, and (he inspiration of a true clvili-
zation, Therefore 1 have not besitated toapply
the prineciples of Christlanity, in regard to jus-
tice, liberty, lnralt{. and brothernood, to the
Kecunnr gfnc'lest at have been brought out

¥ the terrible conflict through whick the coun-
iry hae been passing.

As might be expected, this characteristic of
my ministry has exeited lﬁtlch oSpoaitlon, and
exposed me to malignant vituperation, especially
in the first stages of the country’ssiruggle,
And 1 have particolarly noticed, althouch 1
have had severe Irisls, ostensibly on other
fssues, that they culminated when the cxcite-
ment of the country conovrning slavery was at
fts helght, and that the bitterest and most
unsciupulous leaders of the faction against me
were men whose chief claims to meticomiﬁtcd
in their sympithics with Rebels and their hatred
of the negro. Bo far as they were concerned,
my misfortune has been that 1 was nota Copper-
bead, and my crime has been thatl was a friend
of the slave,

Yet just here I onght to make an important
qualification. Throughout m{l mmistry I have
been sustained by brethren whose sympathies
concerning slavery have been directly opposite
to my own, But, to their honor be it smid, they
have been rrroof against the seductions of
political partisanship. Recogunizing the right
of every mun to the undisturbed enjoyment of
hisg own opinions, and reepecung the honcsty
of my own conv{cl.lons. and withal too noble,
too groerous, too gentlemanly to make their

tor an offender tor » word ; and imbuned

o much, moreover,with the spirit of Christian
considerateness to neutralize the gencral drift
of my ministry on account of an incidentsl and
minor difference, they have stood in the front
rank of m sup‘imrtcrs. defending me from
every aesault, and cheering me with the kindly
gmiles of thelr aftectionnte confidence,

For all this, my thavks, though burdened
with grateful recogniiions, sre an inadequate
com ation, In that day when the smallest
service done to a diseiple m the nawe of Christ
shall not be forgotien, ye, my brethren, shall in
no wise lose ¥our reward,

A brief reference {o the important facts of
your history during the pastten yenrs may be
specially mentioned as the grand monuments of
your selfeacrificlng zeal aud cordial co-o
tion, and us the lasting proof of your obedience
to the Gospel and the will of Christ,

Furst of all, T cite the facts of your financial
history. When I came among you ten years nfo.
I found ‘fou stmgfllug under the erushing
burden of & debt of sboul twenty-slght thou.
sand dollars, I say crushing debt, tor the men
were very few who possessed much of this
world’s goods, and they felt that the demunds
already met had exhauated thelr capacity to do
more. Besided, you were involved in the meshes
of a vexutiwous aud tedlous lawsuit,

At length the sult was decided in favor of the
church, and netted themw Gye thousand five hun-<
dred dollore, An effort wns made to reduce the
remaining indebtedness, and sfter a protracted
Itru‘rsie we suceeeded in ralsing about six thou-
sind dollars In contributions, which, with the
results of the lawsuits sand ravings from the
inoome, diminlshed ihe ludebiodness to aboul
one-half its original size.

¢ baitie thus fought was for principle, and
right Tafﬂ'y did you, my brethren, prove that n
Baptist minister has rights which a Barl.lu
church is bound to respect, And I here publicly
and without reserye make my acknowledgments
of giateiul indebtedness to you who so nobly
sustemed me in that confict, and so bravely de-
fended me from (he deadly assaulis which vito-
lm'sﬁve malignity made vpon me. And though
t was confidently predic that your triumph
would be a barren ope, that you would be unable
to support me, and that those who had gone out
would be compelled to returmn in order to save
the property, yet you scormed to put such con-
siderations of policy In the balances agalnst
right prireiples and a worthy omuse. You
trusied in God, and dared to do right; and most
gloriouely bas God justified and rewarded your
confidence in His overruling Providence.

Theam following this period of assault found
Zion diminished in numbers and wealth, not
only becaunse of the parly who had withdrawn
in the spirit of faction, but becavse many
worthy gnd important families had begun to
remove %o dlstant parts of the elty. Burdensd
with n debt of fourteen thousand dollars, be-
sdes the assumption of another thousand for
the improvement in front of the church edifice,
sufleriug under the exhaustive drafte of the
witr, and the enormous cost of living, and
withal deprived of the sirength of my services
by reason of Elokness, so that had you not been
a band of brave and noble-hearted believers in
the promices of God, your own apprehensions
must have sympathized with the vauntings of
your enemles, and cLuestlmwd the possibility of
sustaining the church on the basis of its former
expenditures,

ehold Lthen what God hath wmtfhu and let
every heart aseribe n new song of gratitude to
His goodness, Let the timid learn another
leseon in the strength of right principles, and let
doubting ones know that a God that hearoth the
supplicalions and rewardeth the faith of His ser-
vants gtill slts upon the throme. While the
church was in a condition of undisturbed pros-
lrerity. when men were in it who were reputed
o be the backbone of 1t waalth and the stand.
ard-bencers of Its responsibilities, it was able to
raise o contribution of only about slx or seven
thousand dollars towards reducing the indebt-
edness, and even this financial feat was achieved
b‘y ng down the current expenses, and espe-
cin the pastor's salary, to the minimum
resldunm er every other demand had been
provided for.

But during the past three years this church
has cancelled an indebtedness of fourteen thou-
sand dollars; has nearly paid n thousand dollars
on the front improvement, has added a thou-
sand dollars per anoum to the pastor's salary,
lhne ralsed the olther salaries in proportion, has
quadropled Its contributions for benevolent
&erowa. besides giving between two and three

ousand dollars for specific objects, It I
within bounds to say, that this church has
ralsed and contributéd during the ten yesrs of
my ministry more than nime thouwsand dollurs

m; annum. So much as lo your financial con-
ition,

But your obedienoe to the Gospel has been no
less illustrated in the blessing with which God
has crowned your spiritoal endeavors, In Octo-
ber, 1867, the month in which I became your
pastor, you reported a membership of 388 rer—
S0MS. g the ensuing winter a revival
oceurred, which resulted in the baptism of
ninety-five converts, Inthe year 1863, ;uu re-
ported @mnother marvellous work of grace
resulting in the baptism of 180, and in the year
1866 you reported, as the crowning exhibition
of God's mercy, the bapilsm of 198, Not a yeur
has passed In which I have not baptized some.

And now, as I bring my work among you to a
close, I am permitted (o state as the grand sum-
mary ol results, that since 1 came among you
1 have given the hand of fellowship to 749 per-
sons, 630 of whom I have baptized, Despite the
numerous calls that heve oceurred by reason of
death and removals, the church which ten
{am ago numbered 888, has to-day a moem-

ership of 707, and occupies an elegant and
commodious house of worship, substantially
froe from debt. Begides, she has sustained three
students, w ho are now settled in the minisiry,
and is supporting two others at the University,
In their prepareation to preach the gospél,

I should not be honest were I to affect that
there were none in this large church who were
disaffected towards me, and are d us of a
*‘change;” but I should be equally dishonest
were 1 not to eay that their numbers and im-
portance are so inconsiderable as to constitute
not the slightest element in my decision to
leave, On the contrary, never was there a time
when I could anticipate so agreeable and efi-
clent & pastorale as at the present moment.
Your debt pmd, your congregation large, your
offer of support equal to my current necessities,
all the offices fillea by men who are loyal to the
highest welfare of the church, bound to so
mamf of you by ties of tried aflection, it is not

gsible this side of Heaven to hn&e for associn-
fons more congeniul or more inyiting. Nor
could I, for the same reason, desire to leave you
under clrenmstances more favorable for my
SUCCESROT,

Wh;. then, some may ask, do I
leave? My answer In general to this guestion
is, that I have a conviction that God, in His
providence, 18 calling me to do apn important
work in snother and a distant field, Within
the past six montha 1 have been approached by
five or six overtures, hmu.ng me to positions
which onght to satiefy my highesl ambition for
denominstional honors; bu { after canvassane the
merits of each, I find myself led to cast my lot
with a sipall and comparatively feeble band in
the eity of Chicsgo, who alone are struggling to
hald uE the Baptlst cause in & community of
d“{nt ousand inbabitants, I go forth from
you In the spirit of sacrifice and faith, expecting
to do hard work for Christ, and hoping that

His blessing will crown my endeayors,

And now, my beloved, as ye have always
obeyed, not as in wy presence only, but now
m more in my , Work out your own
salvstion with fear and trembling, Despite the
encouraging facts that make up your estate at
this moment, I cannot contemplate your pastor-
less condition without solicitude. At the best,
no chureh can ordiparly accomplish the great
ends of churoh 1ife as wellwithout & pastor as with
one, KEepeolally 18 this true of a church which
rests the mvem?n of administration in the
immaediate will of all the membership. What 18
everjbodf's pusiness is likely to become npo-
body's. Important enterprises are lkely to be
neglected because few feel willing to ussume
unsuthonzed respopsibilities, Those who need
ihe help of astated ministry are apt to aaifer
losg—the 'young wander, the sick aund sorrow-
ing pine for want o! consolstion, the unruly
become rampant, and the ambitous sond unseru-
pulous plot and counterplot to gain sinisier
&

nds.

All these Habilliles are enhanced in your case
beosuse some of the disaffected that have
left you seem 10 be in lesgue with the few dis
affected thal remsin with you to revenge them-
selves on those who have stood by me, and, if
possible, subvert the ]iol\olen under vrh’_ic!: you
are vow organized, sympathize, therefore,

Let none of you be led into the manner
of -taylgﬁ na‘y from churcli beecause of the un-
certain character of lmur supplies,

1 desire, above all things, thet none of yon
will carry lnto your future counsels a remem-
brance of past differences. Forgetting the
things that are behind, press forward to grand
and united achisyements for Chrlat. For myself,
I have no animosaities to cherlsh, no grievanoces
to avenge.
